Claims 39,47,48 AND 50-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nguyen PGPUBS US2003/0080036. Recitations of the filter assembly 
being for filtering water fluid are not considered structural limitations. Nguyen discloses 
a filter assembly for filtering fluid comprising vessel 12, having an inlet 46 that is 
outward of the inlet 48 at one end of the vessel, a cylindrical member 21/23 that defines 
an annular flow path for the fluid with the side wall of the vessel, cooling arrangement 
76, filter arrangement 18 including media 88 within, the filter and cooling arrangements 
being integrally located within the housing of vessel 12. For claim 47, see sealed 
connection (paragraph 20). For claim 48, the filter arrangement is modular, hence 
removable (paragraph 21). For claims 50 and 51, see end wall or lid 38 through which 
the inlet and outlet pass (paragraph 20). For claim 52, the flow path for coolant is 
coupled to automotive coolant supply 24, inherently containing or coupled to an 
automobile thermostat. 
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Claims 40-46 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 40-46 distinguish in view of recitation of the thermoelectric heat pump. 
There is no suggestion for using a device with the properties of a heat pump in the 
environment of the Nguyen filter. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
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not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 49 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nguyen 
in view of Vokes et al patent 2,406,308. Claim 49 requires the filter to comprise ceramic 
material. Vokes et al teach such material in an oil filter (column 2, lines 7-14). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have utilized ceramic material in 
the filter assembly of Nguyen, since such media has a high filtering surface area and is 
resistant to harsh chemicals and changes in temperature. 

Claim 52 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nguyen 
in view of Schmit patent 3,241,677. Claim 52 requires there being a thermostat in the 
flow path of the coolant. Schmit teaches an oil filter for an engine associated with 
coolant that has a regulated temperature as monitored by a thermostat (column 4, lines 
1-9). Such thermostat would have been obvious to employ so as to prevent overheating 
and damage to the engine and lack of temperature control would endanger the 
occupants of the vehicle. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 39-52 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
